The Vulcan or "regular storm 
period," central on the 18th, brings 
with it'Moon's perigee on 17th and 
new Moon at an eclipse node on the 
18th, a total eclipse ol the Sun fall- 
ing on the latter date. This eclipse 
will not be visible in this country.
